HENLEY-ON-THAMES, Eng., July 
3.—Both Joe Wright, jr., holder of the 
diamond sculls, and Jack Guest, from 
the Argonaut Club of Toronto, came 
successfully through their preliminary 
heats in the opening of the diamond 
sculls competition of 1929 in the Roya) 
Henley Regatin today, But the two 
Canadians will clash in the next 
round, 

Wright easily detcated EB. 'T. Purs- 
low, of the Pengnern Club, winning by 
six lengths and slowing up. His time 

‘was nine minutes, 11 seconds, 

Guest raced to finish half # length 
in front of J, Hewens, Maidenhead, in 
8 minutes, 50 seconds, 

Besides Wright and Guest, prelimin- 
ery heat winners today were L, Gun- 
ther, Holland; R, 'T. Lee, of Oxford; 
T. D, A, Collett, of the Leander Club 
and Viscount Tiverton, Eton Vikings 

Guest Fastest 

The fastest time in any of the six 
heats was that of Jack Guest, 8:50 
The times could not be taken as any 


criterion, however, for most of the 
vietories were comparatively easily 
earned, 


Lee, who won the sculls in 1927 anc 
was defeated Jost year by Wright, was 
extendéd to finish in 8:53, when he 
defeated D, Guye, of the London Row- 
ing Club, 

Joe Wright had an easy time defeat- 
ing Purslow, practically an unknown 
Shrewsbury sculler, Wright left him 
at the post and after half a minute 
had the race well in hand, 

At the first signal, Wright led by 
three lengths, The race then became 
a procession, Wright reached Fawley 
in four minutes, 21 seconds, six length:

Finishes Paddling 

Paddling a very slow stroke for the 
last half, Wright won easing up 
Purslow finished 43 second later, 

Guest faced a much more formidable

GREAT FORCE 
STRIKES CITY 


Damage Will Run Into 
Thousends—Houses 
Are Da: ged 


Ripping out of the north- 
west with terrific suddenness, 
a 50-mile an hour wind swept 
through the city shortly be- 
fore 4 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon, blowing in the sides of 
several buildings, smashing in 
window fronts, up-rooting 
massive trees and electric 
light standards, putting parts 
of the city in darkness for 
several hours, and causing 
damage, difficult to estimate, 
which will run into several 
thousand dollars. 

Autoists. Scurry 

Carrying with it dense clouds of 
dust which caused motorists to turn 
on their headlights in uptown streets, 
the wind roared around corners and 
pulled down big signs which were 


carried across pavements while pedes- 
trians and motorists scurried for 
cover, 

The wind, according to instruments 
at the local office of the Dominion 
Metcorological bureau, attained a 
speed of 50 miles an hour between 
3.50 and 3.55 p.m, at which time most 
of the damage was done, while it blew 
steadily for an hour after that time at 
40 miles an hour, 

A short calm spell oceurred in the 
early evening but the wind measuring 
inatruments were standing steadily at 
40 miles an hour, At 10 o'clock Wed- 
nesdey morning it was at 36 miles an 


hour,

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GAS CONSERVATION 


The committee which has investigated | 


the waste of gas in Alberta oil fields has 
made an early report. It is recommended 
that the federal and provincial authorities 
co-operate in regulating the location, drill- 
ing and operation of oil wells; and it is 
added that the developing companies are 
willing to do their part to minimize the 
loss 

To what extent the measures proposed 
will prevent waste the public are in no po- 
sition to judge. It is well that the com- 
mittee has acted promptly. It is equally 
hopeful that co-operative action can be 
looked for from the governments and 
operators. If the wastage is only sub- 
stantially reduced, the saving must amount 
to millions of dollars’ worth of a noncre- 
placeable resource.

Without dissent, the delegates to the 
convention of the Union of Alberta Muni- 
cipalities, at Calgary, endorsed a resolu- 
tion calling for the immediate completion 
of the Jasper highway. It is to be sup- 
posed that by “highway” the resolution 
meant that; and not simply a dirt road, 
useful in dry weather, but dangerous,

“THIRD DEGREE” TRIALS 


Under long-continued torture, a teach 
er in the Ohio State University confessed 
that he had murdered a girl student, 
This is hailed as a victory for “third de- 
gree” methods, Supposing it is, Is it not 
equally a defeat for the judicial system by 
which the public are made to maintain 
courts in which persons accused of crimes 
are supposed to be tried? This man can- 
not now be tried by the courts. He has 
already been tried by the police, in secret, 
and by mediaeval methods, 

It is the business of our neighbors if 
they prefer to have trials conducted in 
that way. As for Canada, we will have 
none of it. Here a man is innocent until 
he is proven guilty in fair trial in open 
court, or makes confession under the 
same circumstances, And Canadian police 
are usually able to lay hands on the right 
party without having to torment suspects 
into a state of dementia in which one of 
them admits guilt—perhaps to escape fur- 
ther torture.

General disruption of elec- 
tric light and telephone sys-

electric light department,

Lights Off 
Asked to what extent the damage 


was, Mr. Barnhouse sald that at ).res- 
ent it Was difficult to particularize, 
but that all parts of the city sul- 
fered. One of the major breakdowns 
was in the west end of the city, west 
Of 12lsb siseeit, where 2 tree blew 
down across the feeder lines, throwing 
the entire unit out of ccmmission. 
Service Was off in this district for 
about an hour and a half. 

Throughout the afternoon and eve- 
ning complaints of disrupted service 
poured into the offices of the electric 
light department, and the repair gangs 
worked strenuously in an effort to 
cope with the numerous breakdowns, 
Numerous falling signs and trees 
therted the primaries serving various 
parts of the city, causing disruption of 
gervice in the particular section of the 
city where the accident occurred. 

One main wire blew down on Port- 
age avenue and 10ist street, and a 
police oficer was called out to keep 
the crowds away from the live wire 
while repairs were being made.

Scunci. Honor’ Four

Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
agriculture and health; Dr. Malcolm 
R. Bow, deputy minister of health; 
Magistrate Emily Murphy and Dr, 
Harold Orr, all of this city, have been 
elected officers of the Canadian Social 
Hygiene council, according to infor- 
mation which reached this city on 
Wednesday, following the annual 
meeting of the Dominion-wide organ- 
jzation at Montreal 

Outstanding among the business 
items attended to was the recommen- 
dation by the standing committee on 
venereal disease that the drastic 
mea: ure be taken of separating the 

s after they have reached ten 
years of age, in public and hig) 
echools and perhaps even later in th 
institutions of higher learning and 
universities. 

The object behind the recommenda- 
tion was the control of the disease, 
which it was stated, had increased 
much within the last few years among 
adolescents and adulis under 20 
years. Some objection was taken to 
this on the ground that co-education 
as was pointed out by the great edu- 
cator, Frobol, had many fine things 
to offer the youth of the country. The 
recommendation was finally forward- 
ed to the incoming executive for dis-

|'Gypsy Woman 
Seeks Hubby, 


“Cherchez la temme,” as the 
French would say it, or “find the 
woman,” as is practiced in the best 
of English crime-solying  institu- 
tions once more proved its value 
when, after a search of four days, 
a Gypsy woman walked into the 
Provincial Police offices searching 
for her husband, who was safely in 
custody charged with theft from the 
Bank of Montreal at Mundare on 
Thursday last. The woman, one of 
four for whom the police had been 
on the look-out for, was detained, 
Now the remainder of the band are 
seeking to raise bail for the five who 
are in custody and who are due to 
appear in court on Friday. 

The trouble arose when the Gyp- 
sies entered the bank at Mundare 
when the manager was absent and 
after doing a few stunts typical of 
the Nomadic tribes, several of the 
men and women refused to heed 
the warnings of the accountant and 
walked behind the counter. The 
door of the cashier’s cage was open 
and when the last of the strangers 
had been herded out, some $415 was 
found to be missing.

It stands 
to reason, however, that we expect 
something to come of their survey and 
exploring, otherwise we would not 
spend so much money in aeroplanes 
and high-priced men.”
